Andforas much his Maiefly meanes to make war 
vpon theſaid Duke;forthe recoueric of the Marqui- 
fate of Saluces by him wrongfully held from him,ſo 
hedeclareth that he will obſerue and faithfully keep 
the treatie of peace made at Veruins withall them 
that ſhall doethelike in his behalfe, Moreover, hee 
meaneth'not tovſe any koſtilitie ypon ſuch ofthe 
Duke of Savoyes ſubicctes or vaſlals, as ſhall not

His Maieſticaboueall other things intends totake

In regard whereof; his Maieſtic expreſſely forbids 
ypon paine of death, all men of warre, either horſe

ermoleſt the ſubiecs ofthe ſaid Dee oe 
ſon, or goods, either in Sauoy, Breſſe, Baugey, or 
Veranne, or other countries obedient vnto him, if 
they declare vnto him, or the chicte of his Armie 
within fiſteene daics after his Maieſties'armie' ſhall 
bee there ariued, thatthey will abahndonrhe Dukes

His Maicſticin like manner ordaines the fante'to 
be donetoall inhabitantesof townes, which open 
their gates vnto him or his ſeruants, meaning one- 
ly tovic hoſtilitieto thoſe that beare armes in fauor 
ofthe ſaid Duke and his adherents againſt his Mas 
icſtic in this-preſent warre.

And for as much as his Maieſtie is informed; 
that certaine of his ſubictesare in the ſernice of 
the ſaid Duke, both before and fince the treatic ar 
Veruins, which may thinke it their'dutic to ſtay, 
vndercolour of being ingaged-in his ſeruice,. al- 
though neither wordes-nor-deedes can bind them

knowne his meaning, cnioyacth all ſuch his ſubies 
of what condition orqualitie ſocuer inthe (ernice of 
the ſaid Duke, toreturneinto his kingdome within 
fifteen dajesafterthepublication of this preſent or- 
dinance inhisarmie, vpon paine tobeepaniſhed as 
well inthcir perſonsas goods, as offendours of his 
Maicſtic inthe higheſt degree:” 

And to that end no man may pretend ignorance, 
his Maieſtie willeth that his ordinance bee publiſhed 
in his Armic, and ſet vpon the poſtes ofthe princi- 
pallrownes of his provinces bordering vpoa 
the Dukes countrey:Inioyningall his ofti- 
cersandſubiedts, to keepe,obſerue
